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How Children are Spoiled. 

The dangers that cluster about 
the untried feet of the young moth¬ 
er begin from the very first dawn¬ 
ing of her baby’s intelligence. 
Long before she dreams of his 
knowing anything, or receiving 
mental impressions, the seeds are 
sowing for good or ill in his char¬ 
acter. I have watched the growth 
of weeds, that, with the lightest 
touch, might have been flipped 
away from the tender soil; but 
time passed by, and the intruder 
flourished apace. Get control of 
your child the first three years and 
you are sure of him. The habit of 
obedience and deference firmly 
rooted then, he will never fail you 
in after years when he has slipped 
the apron-leash. 

The trouble is too often with the 
parents. The mother herself fos¬ 
ters ugly traits by injudicious 
managing. Her baby refuses to 
kiss her. 8 he makes believe 
cry about it, and thus gives a les¬ 
son that will soon have him cry¬ 
ing for what he wants. He bumps 
his head, and she whips the door 
or whatever it was that hurt him, 
thus teaching him to be combative 
and spiteful. What is it that 
makes nearly all children liars and 
many of them thieves? They are 
trained to be so by the unconscious- 
fingers that point the way. The 
mother promises anything, every¬ 
thing, to keep peace and avoid a 
combat with the little creature, 
who, even now, is beyond her con¬ 
trol. She does not fulfill these 
promises, and the child becomes 
her judge. Never tell a lie to a 
child, or in any way deceive him, 
if you would hope to get the prop¬ 
er influence. Do not rob him of 
the happiness of supreme trust in 
you. It will cling to him through 
life.—E. D. Potts, in Ladies’ Home 
Journal. 

Teach the Daughters to he House¬ 
keepers. 

One of the greatest mistakes 
mother's make is in neglecting to 
initiate their daughters into the 
mysteries of housekeeping. How 
many girls go into homes of their 
own, with only a meager knowl¬ 
edge of kitchen work. To be sure, 
they can make lovely angels’ foo d, 
and salad that is perfectly deli¬ 
cious, but no mortal man can exist 
on angels’ food and salad alone, be 
it ever so lovely. 

The practice of mothers doing 
all the work, and letting their 
daughters spend all their time in 
reading, music, or painting is so 
prevalent, even among farmers’ 
wives, that • it is high time their 
eyes were opened to their mistake. 

They say: “My girl shall never 
work and slave as I have done,” 
but too often “my girl” is led to the 
matrimonial altar and taken to 
preside over au humble home 
where there _,is no alternative but 
to cook for her “hubby.” And when 
the dinner is served in such a man¬ 
ner that it would give an ostrich 
the dyspepsia, hubby is very apt 
to indulge in some reminiscences' 
of “how my mother used to cook,” 
and then “wifey” is melted to tears 
and no end of trouble follows. 

Dear mothers, train your daugh¬ 
ters to be housekeepers, and In 
time to come, they will rise up and 
call you blessed. I believe they 
will love and respect you more 
when you give them to understand 
that a little effort on their part 
helps to lighten your burdens. 
The farmer so educates his boy 
that when he becomes the head of 
a household, he is fully competent 
to take entire charge of his farm, 
and it is a great disappointment to 
him if his wife can not prepare an 
appetizing repast. And what a 
help it is to him, when he has been 
away late threshing, and comes 
home, to be met by bis wife and in¬ 
formed that “the . chores are all 
done, John, for I knewyou would 
be tired.” And while we are con¬ 
sidering what a help it would be 
to him, let us cast a glance at the 
other side of the question. What 
a pleasant surprise it would be if 
“John” would lend a helping hand 
in the house; sometimes it is 
quite as necessary.—Mrs. E. A. 
Smith, in Practical Farmer. 

Thoughts for Mothers. 

Do remember that yours are not 
the only smart children in the 
world, and that no one else thinks 
them so smart as you do. 

Do reflect that a pert child is an 
abomination. Train your children 
tojbe respectful, and to believe that 
other people have a right to talk, 
uninterrupted sometimes.

The Weight of Milk. 

Milk is a deceptive article so far as 
weight is concerned. In a herd of 50 
cows samples of milk can be taken from 
individual animals that show interest¬ 
ing conditions when placed upon the 
scales. They will show that some cows 
will yield 2 pounds to 1% quarts, while 
her nearest neighbor produces milk 
which weighs 2 pounds to pints,- 
says The Orange Judd Farmer. It does 
not seem to make much difference what 
the breed is or how much milk they 
produce. The milk is a little lighter in 
summer than it is in winter. It is hard¬ 
ly possible to find a dozen cows whose 
milk will weigh alike, bnt when mixed, 
if there are not too many in the lot that 
give very heavy milk, it will .weigh out 
2 pounds to a good full quart every 
time. The family that buys from the 
man keeping bnt one cow is liable to 
get quite a little less of weight when 
buying a quart than as though the 
quart was taken from the mixed milk 
of a dozen cows.

JCE REFRIGERATION. 

How to Secure tlie Best Results at 
Beast Cost. 

Some 17 years ago, writes. George H. 
Gnrler of Hlinois, H. B. Gurler and 
myself built our first creamery and re¬ 
frigerator. We thought it sufficient to 
partly surround a tightly closed room 
with ice, so on one side of onr icehonse 
we made a room abont 12 by 18 and 8 
feet high and packed the ice on one side 
and overhead when we filled the house. 
When warm weather came, the sides 
and ceiling began to gather moisture, 
and the room was wet and damp. The 
ice, too, melted rapidly, and the whole 
thing was unsatisfactory. 

Some years later we thought we could 
improve this room by creating a circu¬ 
lation of air. This we did by putting 
the ice in the top of the room and al¬ 
lowing the hot air to pass around the 
ice and become cooled. By later experi¬ 
ence I am satisfied that our idea of cre¬ 
ating a circulation was all right, bnt 
our way of doing it was not. 

As a type of a later and better re¬ 
frigerator it might be well to describe 
one I recently built. This room is ap¬ 
proximately 8 by 12 and 8 feet bigb, 
made of three thicknesses of matched 
lumber and building paper laid in such 
shape as to leave two air spaces 134 
inches wide around the sides and top. 
The door into the butter room is made 
the same way and flanged like the door 
of a safe. One window with double 
sasbes and blinds admits what light is 
necessary. 

In one side of this room is built the 
box or rack for the ice. It is 8 feet long 
by 3 feet wide and extends from the 
ceiling to within 134 feet of the floor. 
The bottom is made of 2 by 6 set edge¬ 
wise two inches apart and capable of 
easily supporting the 10 to 15 cakes of 
ice the rack is designed to hold. The 
drip from the ice is carried off by a tin 
conductor under the 2 by 6. The sides 
and ends of the box are boarded up to 
within six inches of the ceiling, which 
space is left open, one side of this rack 
being also the side of the building. The 
ice is easily put in through a small 
closely fitting door. 

I think a better circulation is obtain¬ 
ed and less ice used by having the ice 
near the floor as in the above room, the 
cold, heavy air passing from around the 
ice to the floor and the warm, light air 
being forced from the top of the room 
through the space at the top of the ice 
rack and in turn becoming cooled. This 
room is as dry and sweet as any room in 
the building, and no particle of moisture 
or dampness gathers either on the sides 
of the room or on the tubs of butter. 

I used from 40 to 50 tons of ice in 
this refrigerator last season and had as 
high as 85 to 90 tubs per week in it. 
The temperature was low enough 
throughout the summer to keep the but¬ 
ter in good shape. I think an average of 
50 degrees F, would not be unreason¬ 
able. 

New Holstein-Friesian Record. 

Professor F. W. Wall of the Wiscon¬ 
sin experiment station reports in 
Hoard’s Dairyman a new Holstein-Frie- 
sian record, made by Duchess of Orms- 
by, H. F. H. B., 16004, owned by W. 
H. Jones of Hustisford, Wis. She tested 
on the morning of Jan. 3, this year, 6.3 
per cent, and gave a large mess of milk 
at that—viz, 18 pounds. At noon the 
same day she gave 15 6 pounds of milk 


CREOLE BELLES’ DEBUT. 

Introduced to New Orleoas Society 
at Saturday Night Opera. 

“Society goes to the French opera on 
Saturday night because its great-grandfa¬ 
thers handed the custom down to it,” 
writes Harrydele Hallmark in the March 
Ladies’ Home Journal. “So established is 
this custom that no social function is ever 
prepared for Saturday evening during the 
season. The family that gives out an in¬ 
vitation for that night Is immediately 
classed as not versed .in - the usages of so¬ 
ciety and not worthy to be known. This 
is |o deep rooted in creole life that such an 
Invitation would be jeered at as if eoming 
from a barbarian. 

“The best singers save their voices for 
this crowning night, and the house is like 
a private ballroom, where the guests visit 
and laugh and chat from the balconies of 
the boxes as they do from the little iron 
balconies that connect their houses: If one 
does not go to the opera Saturday night 
through lack of invitation or money one 
is very careful not to be seen elsewhere, 
giving out the suggestion that sickness or 
trouble impelled one’s absence. The proud 
ereoies of the French set, some of them in 
grinding poverty, ignore all the Mardi 
Gras festivities, ignore all that costs a 
picayune, in order to save the amount to 
appear at the opera on Saturday night. 

“No debutante of New Orleans enters 
society in the correct and approved man¬ 
ner unless she make her debut in a box on 
this particular evening. If the social aspi¬ 
rant has sufficient money and tact to se¬ 
cure the good will of a leading family to 
invite her debutante daughter into its box, 
this daughter has received the most pre¬ 
cious hallmark of ^society. If a man who 
owes a social call pays the call to his 
friends in their box at the opera it is just 
the same as if he called at their house. 
The center boxes are reserved for the de¬ 
butantes. There they receive the homage 
due them, there they are wooed and some¬ 
times won, but certainly there they make 
or mar their chances for hellehood. Some ; 
of the debutantes may wear the simplest of 
muslin gowns, but tlie simplicity of then 
costumes never counts against the fact 
that they are there. ”

Yield 
for the day, 50.7 ponnds of milk and 
2.90 ponnds of fat, average per cent of 
fat in fnll day’s milk, 5.73 per cent. 
She was entered for competition in the 
“officially authenticated butter tests,” 
of theHolstein-Friesian association, and 
was tested during a seven day period, 
Jan. 3-9 inclusive, by Charles A. Nicho¬ 
las, as representative of this experiment 
station. 

Bacteria In Mills. 

Bacteria in milk, which either favor¬ 
ably or unfavorably affects it and its 
products, is the lowest form of vegeta¬ 
ble life. The milk can is a good deal 
like the farmer’s field with respect to 
vegetable growth. Every farmer knows 
that unless he takes very good care of 
his fields they will be filled with weeds 
that not only possess no value of their 
own, bnt are seriously injurious to 
those forms of vegetable life that are 
useful. Similarly bacterial vegetation 
exploits itself in the milk can. Unless 
yon take care of the milk can those 
forms corresponding to the weeds—that 
is, the hurtful kind—will multiply im¬ 
mensely and destroy the usefulness of 
the milk and of the helpful kind of veg¬ 
etation in it, whereas those that are 
helpful to the miik and its products 
must be carefully cultivated and the 
hurtful kind kept out. 

Cost ot Keeping a Cow. 

The daily maintenance of a cow va¬ 
ries from 16 eents a day in New York 
and the New England states to 4 cents 
a day in Colorado and Nebraska. As the 
dairy business advances toward a condi¬ 
tion of the survival of the fittest the 
western states have supreme advantages 
for cheap production. But where alfalfa 
farming is so easy it is not difficult to 
see where we have the cinch in the 
question of economy.—Denver Field 
and Farm.
